Truman Report Repudiates 


Proposals For Labor Draft 


HIGHLIGHTS OF TRUMAN REPORT 


By accident or design, the daily press overlooked or ignored 
the great tribute to American labor's record in this war which 
was contained in the 200-page third annual report of the senate’s 
Truman committee, which is charged with the duty of investi- 
gating the war program on the home front. 

Because this report is authoritative and because it shows up 
the widely circulated attacks on labor's record as false propa- 
ganda, the following excerpts from the senate committee's find- 
ings are of utmost importance: 

To fulfill the government's huge production needs, the report 
says, “our workers engaged in manufacturing, mining, and 
agriculture contributed nearly 45 per cent more man-days of 
work in 1943 than in 1939, despite the fact that more than 
10,000,000 men were withdrawn from the labor pool for the 
armed forces. In manufacturing alone, our workmen con- 
tributed 89.6 per cent more man-days in 1943 than in 1939. 

“This astounding performance exceeds anything of its 
kind ever achieved in the history of the world. The results 
obtained are the best answer to the critics of the home front. 
They do not indicate perfection, but they do evidence ac- 
complishment of a high order. 

“All Americans who have participated can be justly proud, 
because the success is due to the accumulated efforts of the 
millions of people who have each done their share rather than 
to any miraculous planning of a few experts at the top. 

“Women in particular deserve credit for filling the huge gap 
created by manpower requirements of the armed services. Older 
men who had retired from active work have returned to their 
jobs and because of their experience are among the most valu- 
able of workers. 

“The job that has been done not only assures that 
victory will be won, but it assures that it will be won quickly 
and with fewer casualties. Our armed forces have more and 
better equipment than our foes.” 


“Unquestionably there have been excesses which are subject 
to the severest condemnation> However, we must not allow 
those excesses to obscure the fact that, on the whole, the per- 
formance by labor has been very good. 

“The difference between man-days lost at our rate of strikes 
and man-days lost at the English rate of strikes when compared 
to the total man-days worked in the United States, is only 0.025 
per cent. 

“Strikes receive a very great amount of attention in the press 
because of their dramatic character and news value, and because 
the public properly resents these violations of labor's pledge not 
to obstruct the war effort by striking. However, strikes in min- 
ing, manufacturing and construction in 1943 resulted in a loss 
of manpower of less than one-fourth of one per cent of the man- 
power actually used, whereas the manpower contributed by 
labor in that period exceeded that used in 1939 by 76 per cent. 


“Recognition must be given to the difficulty of labor's present 
position. Its traditional aims, such as higher wages, better 
working conditions, and shorter hours, run counter to war needs, 
and for the most part labor has given up voluntarily its princi- 
pal weapons for enforcing its rights. Many of the critics of 
labor have not done as much. 

“The situation has been made more difficult by the division of 
labor into groups hostile to each other, and by the action of a 
few selfish leaders, whose success has embarrassed other no less 
able leaders, who have refrained from asserting demands at the 
point of a pistol in the hour of the country’s greatest emergency.” 


Emphasizing the big profits industry has been making during 
the war, the committee report includes a study of the 100 biggest 
war contractors comparing their 1942 profits with their pre-war 
profits. It reports that only nine of these companies were free 
from excess profits. Profits for 1943 are much higher than in 
1942, so the story probably is even worse for 1943. 

The committee finds that some of the 100 big war contractors 
had profits before taxes of 100 times their pre-war level.

Workers Given Credit 
For “Awe-Inspiring” 
War Output 


In the most authoritative and 
impartial report on the war 
production program yet pre- 
sented, the senate’s Truman 


committee came out unreserv- 
edly against a national service law 
to draft labor. 


Outstanding findings of the com- 
mittee report were: 

1—The major battles of war pro- 
duction have been won, largely 
through the “astounding perform- 
ance” of American labor. 


2—Proposals for a national ser- 
vice act are far too drastic, un- 
wieldy of operation and ineffective 
as an anti-strike measure. 


3—Government and management 
must take their share of responsi- 
bility for strikes which have oc- 
curred. The committee did not con- 
done strikes but declared America’s 
strike record compares favorably 
with that of Great Britain where 
compulsory national service legis- 
lation has been in effect. 

4—The government should adopt 
a clear and understandable labor 
relations policy for the duration, 
written into law and administered 
by a single central agency, instead 
of the multiple bureaus now hand- 
ling labor matters. 

These conclusions, fully endors- 
ing the official policy of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, were 
buttressed by an indisputable array 
of facts and figures obtained by the 
Truman committee from govern- 
ment sources. 

In support of its finding that the 
major battles of war production 
have been won, the committee cited 
these production totals from Janu- 
ary, 1941, to this year: 

Delivery of 153,061 airplanes of 
all types; 746 combat naval vessels; 
1,899 Liberty ships; 702 commercial 
ships; 28,286 subsidiary naval ves- 
sels, mostly landing craft; 1,567,940 
military trucks—all this besides 
equipping ten million men with 
guns, tanks, clothing, ammunition, 
etc. 

While need for landing craft, 
heavier and longer range aircraft, 
radio and radar, ships and other 
special items will continue for many 
months, the committee expressed 
confidence that the nation’s war 
production facilities will be able to 
meet all requirements.

act. The court’s opinion in this

sented the question “whether a car- 
rier, by contracts with individual 
employes made in 1930, could super- 
sede or expand terms of an agree-| 
ment collectively bargained by the} 
employer and the union in 1917, in 
view of the provisions of the rail- 
way labor act of 1926, which was 
applicable when the controversy 
arose.”
